SECTION 1. SHORT TITLE. 3

This Act may be cited as the ‘‘National Sea Grant 4

College Program Amendments Act of 2020’’. 5

SEC. 2. REFERENCES TO THE NATIONAL SEA GRANT COL-6

LEGE PROGRAM ACT. 7

Except as otherwise expressly provided, wherever in 8

this Act an amendment or repeal is expressed in terms 9
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of an amendment to, or repeal of, a section or other provi-1

sion, the reference shall be considered to be made to a 2

section or other provision of the National Sea Grant Col-3

lege Program Act (33 U.S.C. 1121 et seq.). 4

SEC. 3. MODIFICATION OF DEAN JOHN A. KNAUSS MARINE 5

POLICY FELLOWSHIP. 6

(a) IN GENERAL.—Section 208(b) (33 U.S.C. 7

1127(b)) is amended by striking ‘‘may’’ and inserting 8

‘‘shall’’. 9

(b) PLACEMENTS IN CONGRESS.—Such section is 10

further amended— 11

(1) in the first sentence, by striking ‘‘The Sec-12

retary’’ and inserting the following: 13

(d) SENSE OF CONGRESS CONCERNING FEDERAL 16

HIRING OF FORMER FELLOWS.—It is the sense of Con-17

gress that in recognition of the competitive nature of the 18

fellowship under section 208(b) of the National Sea Grant 19

College Program Act (33 U.S.C. 1127(b)), and of the ex-20

ceptional qualifications of fellowship awardees, the Sec-21

retary of Commerce, acting through the Under Secretary 22

of Commerce for Oceans and Atmosphere, should encour-23

age participating Federal agencies to consider opportuni-24

ties for fellowship awardees at the conclusion of their fel-25
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lowships for workforce positions appropriate for their edu-1

cation and experience. 2

former recipient of a Dean John A. Knauss Marine Policy 7

Fellowship under section 208(b) of the National Sea 8
